The English settlers were at 
Vancouver where the Hudson Bay Co. shad its fur trading station, 
and the Americans were seattered along the Columbia shee: There 
were only 400 Americans, all told, by 1541, and they were gov 
erned by Dr. John MalLoughlin, chief factor of the Hudson Bay Co., 
who built Fort Vancouver on the north bank of the Columbia as a 
port whence furs could be shipped all over the world. 

The story of the Mexican war has shown you how anxious 
President Polk was to get hold of the Pacifie Coast. He asked av 
gland to agree upon latitude 49 degrees as the boundary betwe 
English and American possessions, but England refused. Then 
Polk asked Congress to erect forts in Oregon, and try to extend 
the laws of the United States over the territory. This would have 
meant war with England, and as we already had one war on our 


hands, we were not anxious to start another. But neither was Er- 


gland, as she did not consider the Oregon boundary a very impor- 
tant matter. ‘So tinails ‘ she vielded to our wishes and in 1846, 
atreaty was signed, m: king latitude 49 degrees the northern boun- 
dary of the U nited States, all the way from Northern Minnesota to 
the Pacific Coast. 

But far off ‘as Oregon was, it was in one respect infinitely 
nearer than it had Been only two years before. For it was in 1844 
that the telegraph was used for the first time. I do not mean that 
asquad of workmen immediately began to set up a row of telegraph 
posts all the way to the Pacific coast; that was to come much 
later. But the beginning was made and today I can send a message 
to somebody in Seattle and get an answer back within a few hours. 

Samuel Finley Breese Morse, inventor of the telegraph, had 
graduated from Yale with the class of 1810. He was at first far 
more interested in art than in science, and for a number of years 
devoted himself to painting. Then an interest in electricity was 
awakened in him, and in 1837, on the roof of New York University, 
he sent the first telegraph message over 1700 feet of copper wire. 
After many delays, Congress appropriated engugh money to build 
a regular line, and on the 24th day of May, 1844, the first message 
was flashed between Baltimore and Washington.

candlewick work and finished with 
a long, heavy linen tassel on the 
point. Underneath there is a plain 
net glass-curtain, running, of course, 
the full length of the sash. The 
outer curtains fall six inches below 
the sill. 

It is quite a knack to make this 
work. The wicking with which it 


is done comes in skeins. A sort of 
loose-twisted cotton cable cord, and 
two threads are used to follow the 
dotted pattern lines. This is done 
in a wort of darning stitch, and after 
the work is complete the stitches 
are cut with sharp scissors, then 
the material is put into warm water 
to stand five minutes, wrung dry, 
and hung very carefully. When 
nearly dry it is vigorously shaken, 
which makes the stitches that have 
been cut look fuzzy and tufty in 
appearance. Sometimes, after the 
work is dry, a little evening is done 
by clipping. When the pieces are 
washed the centers only are pressed 
when partly dry. The work is hand- 
stretched and lightly-brushed on 
the wrong side with a fringe brush. 


Chinese embroidery is appearing 
as trimming on many of the plain 
draperies such as alpaca, plain 
pongee, sunfast silks and other ma- 
terials in soft, neytral colors. The 
embroideries come by the piece, or, 
to be more correct, by pieces run- 
ning from a yard to two yardg in 
length. Instead of joining the 
pieces, they are piped with a con- 
trasting colored silk, and each end
